"No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  pro- 
vided by  Section  29  unless  he  shall  have  filed  with  the 
selectmen  on  or  before  April  fifteenth  of  each  year  an 
application  therefor  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury 
on  a  form  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  selectmen." 

Printed  above  is  a  portion  of  the  law  governing  prop- 
erty tax  exemption  to  servicemen  or  widows  of  service- 
men which  must  be  followed  if  exemption  is  to  be 
allowed  in  1959.  The  Exemption  Law  has  also  been 
revised  so  that  only  Residential  Real  Estate  as  defined 
below  can  be  exempted  from  Taxation. 

"Residential  Real  Estate;  That  Real  Estate  that  a 
person  occupies  as  his  principal  place  of  abode  together 
with  any  land  or  buildings  appurtenant  thereto.  Pro- 
vided further  that  the  resident  qualified  for  exemption, 
excepting  those  with  service  connected  disability  shall 
not  be  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  any  taxes  due  the 
State  of  N.  H.  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof."

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EPPING  LIBRARY  REPORT 


Again,  it  is  with  pleasure,  that  I  present  the  follow- 
ing report. 

There  were  201  books  purchased  for  the  library  in 
1958,  plus  a  new  set  of  encyclopedia.  The  World  Book. 
Thirty-five  books  were  presented  as  gifts  to  the  Epping 
Public  Library  by  friends.  There  were  sixty-four  new 
borrowers  registered  and  a  circulation  of  4,742  books. 
The  State  Bookmobile  called  at  regular  periods  and 
there  has  been  an  average  of  125  books  borrowed  at 
each  visit.  Extra  services  through  the  State  Library  in 
Concord  were  available  to  the  borrowers. 

I  was  indeed  fortunate  in  receiving  a  $75.00  scholar- 
ship from  the  State  Library  to  attend  a  3-weeks  sum- 
mer course  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  This 
is  a  four  year  course  in  Elementary  Library  Techniques 
and  it  is  my  intention  to  complete  the  course. 

I  have  attended  meetings  of  the  N.H.L.A.  in  Laconia 
and  Hampton  and  have  attended  district  meetings  in 
Derry  and  Pelham. 

During  National  Library  Week,  I  was  asked  to  speak 
about  the  library  and  its  services  to  the  Epping  P.T.A. 
In  May,  the  first  three  grades  of  the  West  Epping  Gram- 
mar School  came  to  the  library  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  library,  its  books,  and  its  librarian. 

It  is  my  desire  that  within  the  year,  we  will  be  able  to 
have  the  library  painted,  and  new  lighting  fixtures 
installed,  thus  making  it  a  cleaner,  brighter  and  more 
pleasant  library  for  you. 

I  do  thank  the  town  for  its  splendid  cooperation  with 
the  library  trustees  and  librarian.  Through  my  attend- 
ing the  various  district  meetings  of  librarians  and 
trustees,  I  have  come  to  realize  how  very  generous  our 
town  of  Epping  has  been  about  appropriating  money 
for  the  library's  expenses.  I  want  you  to  know  that  Ep- 
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ping  rates  very  well  on  the  money  allotted  for  the  pur- 
chase o£  books. 

I  have  been  very  happy  to  be  of  service  to  you  all, 
particularly  to  the  students.

It  has  been  set 
up  for  your  personal  convenience.  It  provides  a  suit- 
able place  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous  inflammable 
waste  material  and  other  useless  items  which  accumu- 
late around  the  home  and  local  stores;  brush,  etc.  cut 
on  your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of  burning 
yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you  —  personally  and 
financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises: 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden 
—  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make   certain  your   fire   is  DEAD   OUT  before 
leaving  it.

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SCHOOL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  members  of  this  board  have  diligently  tried  to 
formulate  a  clear  picture  of  the  school  housing  needs 
and  to  present  at  least  two  plans  to  the  voters  in  order 
that  a  solution  may  be  reached.  Many  meetings  have 
been  held,  we  have  consulted  with  neighboring  towns 
and  haye  attended  meetings  in  Concord,  Manchester 
and  Exeter  to  learn  as  much  as  possible  about  the 
state-wide  education  situation  and  how  it  may  apply 
to  our  town. 

Of  this  we  are  certain:  there  MUST  be  additional 
space  provided  for  our  youngsters.  The  High  School, 
within  two  years,  will  be  unable  to  accommodate  the 
influx.  Conditions  are  already  crowded.  Unless  we 
build  a  new  High  School,  we  must  send  these  students 
out  of  town  or  initiate  double  sessions  at  considerable 
expense  and  inconvenience.  Limited  as  we  are  financial- 
ly, this  poses  a  real  problem  and  one  that  must  be  met 
without  haste  but  with  a  true  sense  of  urgency  which 
should  be  felt  by  every  parent  and  taxpayer. 

Members  of  the  board  have  met  recently  with  state 
officials  who  have  clarified  the  state's  position  with  re- 
gard to  aid  and  their  requirements  for  same.  The  ulti- 
mate decision  rests,  of  course,  with  the  townspeople 
whose  moral  responsibility  it  is  to  provide  the  best 
education  possible  within  their  means. 

At  this  writing,  Mr.  Frank  Lavoie  is  compiling  an 
analysis  in  detail,  which  will  be  distributed  at  the 
school  meeting.  This  plan  considers  the  building  of  a 
high  school  with  figures  which  will,  we  hope,  provide 
material  for  a  lively  discussion  among  interested  — 
and  concerned  —  Eppingites.

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REPORT   OF   THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF 

SCHOOLS 


Many  parents  have  asked  how  homework  fits  into 
the  educational  picture  of  Epping.  Although  there  are 
many  people  who  denounce  all  home  assignments  and 
will  continue  to  denounce  them,  home  study  has  had 
and  continues  to  have  a  traditional  place  in  our  Ameri- 
can educational  system.  Though  it  may  change  from 
time  to  time  and  from  generation  to  generation, 
it  seems  likely  that  some  form  of  home  study  will  be 
maintained.  Most  school  systems  throughout  the  coun- 
try continue  to  give  home  assignments  in  one  form 
or  another. 

When  homework  is  assigned,  it  is  important  for  the 
teacher  to  check  upon  this  work,  to  see  that  it  is  actu- 
ally accomplished,  and  to  note  that  something  is 
achieved  thereby.  Regardless  of  whether  it  be  a  home 
study  assignment  or  a  classroom  assignment,  the  assign- 
ment made  by  the  teacher  must  be  called  for  by  him. 
Little  or  no  desirable  learning  is  achieved  when  teachers 
make  assignments  and  then  rarely  hold  students  re- 
sponsible for  them. 

The  amount  of  time  that  a  child  is  expected  to  spend 
in  home  study  varies  greatly  in  different  localities.  In 
Epping,  I  believe  that  a  maximum  should  not  exceed 
two  hours  in  the  upper  grades,  and  one  hour  in  the 
intermediate  grades.  None  should  be  given  in  the 
primary  grades. 

When  homework  involves  writing  or  study,  it  is 
highly  important  that  the  child  have  a  definite  place 
to  do  it.  He  certainly  will  not  get  much  accomplished 
if  home  assignment  must  be  made  in  the  family  living 
room  with  other  people  either  televiewing,  listening 
to  the  radio,  or  carrying  on  different  types  of  conversa- 
tion. 

Once  the  child  realized  that  homework  is  his  own 
responsibility,  it  will  be  wiser  for  the  parents  to  allow 
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him  to  arrange  the  time  he  wishes  to  provide  for  it,  and 
then  observe  whether  he  holds  to  the  time  agreed  upon. 
If  the  child  learns  to  budget  his  time,  he  will  see  to  it 
that  the  home  study  is  not  neglected. 

When  work  is  assigned  to  be  written  it  is  of  the  ut- 
most importance  that  the  child  do  the  work  himself, 
rather  than  copy  it  after  someone  else  has  worked  it  out 
for  him.  When  the  latter  occurs,  little,  if  any,  real 
learning  takes  place.  The  child  only  learns  to  get  others 
to  do  his  work.  If  the  child  has  difficulty  with  a  certain 
problem  or  other  point  in  the  assignment,  a  parent 
might  help  him  over  a  difficulty  by  explaining  the 
matter  to  him.  This  is  entirely  different  from  copying 
out  answers  worked  by  someone  else,  without  under- 
standing how  they  were  achieved. 

Homework  can  greatly  aid  in  the  development  of  the 
child's  character  and  personality  as  well  as  his  aca- 
demic achievement.  Properly  assigned  and  properly 
fulfilled,  home  study  can  build  habits  of  self-reliance 
*and  responsibility  and,  when  group  assignments  are 
made,  of  co-operation  and  working  with  others.  Again, 
when  the  nature  of  the  assignment  is  such  as  to  per- 
mit it,  a  considerable  amount  of  learning  in  related 
areas  can  be  achieved. 

Our  school  lunch  program  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Page  is  one  of  which  we  can  be  proud.  Mrs.  Page 
is  providing  well-balanced  meals  for  your  children. 
This  is  evidenced  by  the  large  number  of  children  who 
partake  of  these  meals. 

In  closing,  I  thank  the  children,  Principal  and 
teachers  for  their  efforts  in  making  the  educational  pro- 
gram successful.  I  also  thank  the  Citizens  and  School 
Board  for  their  part  in  making  my  task  a  pleasant  one.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 


To   the  Superintendent,  School  Board  members,  and 
Citizens: 

The  school  heakh  program  of  1958-59  began  with 
three  spring  preschool  clinics  at  the  Community 
Church.  These  were  held  in  conjunction  with  the  State 
Dept.  of  Health.  Parents  of  preschool  children  were 
given  the  opportunity  of  bringing  them  for  physicals, 
various  shots,  and  vaccination  for  smallpox.  Attendance 
was  good. 

Eye  and  ear  testing  are  nearly  completed.  These  pro- 
grams have  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the  up-to-date 
pieces  of  apparatus  which  were  recently  purchased  by 
the  school  Union. 

Opportunities  for  informal  health  teaching  were 
taken  advantage  of,  and  home  visits  were  made  by  the 
school  nurse  concerning  physical  defects. 

Mrs.  Gladys  Page  is  to  be  commended  for  her  con- 
tinued fine  efforts  at  providing  well  balanced  lunches 
according  to  state  standards.  The  cost  of  these  lunches 
had  to  go  up  this  year  because  the  only  meat  the  Fed- 
eral government  has  been  able  to  supply  has  been 
turkey.  Previously,  ham,  hamburg,  and  cold  luncheon 
meats  were  provided  in  generous  quantities. 

The  Epping  Woman's  Club  again  made  it  possible 
for  children  at  Central  School  to  attend  dental  clinics. 
Thanks  are  due  to  them  and  to  the  children  who 
worked,  so  hard  selling  tickets  for  the  project.  This 
program  is  so  valuable  that  it  deserves  the  support  of 
all  who  can  contribute  to  it. 

The  West  Epping  Community  Club  is  also  to  be 
commended  for  its  continuation  of  its  dental  clinics. 

All  of  us  concerned  with  the  health  and  well-being  of 
our  school  children  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Freeman  and 
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Mr.  Morrison  for  their  fine  care  of  the  buildings.  Clean 
surroundings  are  an  important  part  of  the  total  health 
picture. 

Parents  and  teachers  as  usual  have  been  most  co- 
operative, helping  to  make  Epping  a  pleasant  place  in 
which  to  be  school  nurse-teacher.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination 
and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Epping  School  Dis- 
trict which  was  made  by  this  Division,  acting  under 
authority  of  Chapter  71,  Section  27,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  which  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"Audit  on  Motion  of  Commission.  The  (Tax)  Com- 
mission may  cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  ac- 
counts of  any  city,  town,  school  district,  village  dis- 
trict or  precinct,  as  often  as  once  in  two  years,  or 
whenever  conditions  appear  to  it  to  warrant  such 
audit." 

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1958. 
Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the 
report. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the 
accounts  and  records  of  the  School  Board  and  the  School 
District  Treasurer. 

Financial  Statements 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1957  and 
June  30,  1958,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $982.82  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1958. 
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Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  B) 
An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of 
the  School  District  during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in 
Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change 
indicated  therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expend- 
itures —  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits 
C&D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1958,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C 
and  D.  As  Indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit 
D),  a  revenue  deficit  of  $3,113.46,  less  a  net  unexpended 
balance  of  appropriations  of  $216.43,  resulted  in  a  net 
budget  deficit  of  $2,897.03. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  E) 
A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1958,  made  up  in 
accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts, 
is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  bal- 
ance as  of  June  30,  1958,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  F. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:   (Exhibit  G) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness 
as  of  June  30,  1958,  showing  annual  debt  service  re- 
quirements, is  contained  in  Exhibit  G.

General  Comments 

Current  Deficit: 

The  current  financial  condition  of  the  School  District 
changed  from  a  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets 
over  current  liabilities)  of  $58.93,  to  a  current  deficit 
(excess  of  current  liabilities  over  total  assets)  of  $2,- 
958.25  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1958,  as 
shown  by  the  following  statement:

Deficiency  Appropriation: 

It  is  noted  that,  upon  advice  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  a  special  meeting  of  the  School  District 
was  held  on  June  14,  1958,  at  which  time  an  appropria- 
tion of  $9,500.00  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing the  1957-58  budget  to  a  point  where  no  State  aid 
would  be  lost.  This  additional  appropriation  was  entire- 
ly expended  as  of  June  30,  1958,  on  which  date  the 
Treasurer's  balance  had  been  reduced  to  zero.  Accounts 
owed  by  the  District  on  June  30th,  consisting  largely  of 
taxes  and  social  security  withholdings,  amounted  to 
$2,958.25,  resulting  in  a  current  deficit  of  like  amount 
as  heretofore  stated. 

Increase  in  School  District  Tax: 

The  School  District  tax  for  1958,  which  includes  the 
special  deficiency  appropriation  of  $9,500.00,  amounts 
to  $71,321.83,  as  compared  to  the  1957  tax  of  $42,145.84, 
reflecting  an  increase  in  this  year's  tax  of  69.2%. 

Bond  Maturities: 

It  is  noted  that  in  each  of  the  years  1956,  1957  and 
1958,  the  School  District  appropriated  $5,000.00  for 
payment  of  the  principal  of  debt.  This  amount  included 
$3,000.00  for  the  payment  of  bonds,  whereas  maturing 
bonds  amounted  to  only  $2,000.00  in  each  of  these 
years,  resulting  in  an  annual  excess  appropriation  of 
$1,000.00  over  actual  requirements. 

A  schedule  of  debt  service  requirements  has  been 
prepared  and  is  contained  in  Exhibit  G  of  this  report. 
Budgetary  provision  for  the  payment  of  maturing  debt 
and  interest  should  be  based  on  the  requirements  as 
indicated  in  this  schedule. 
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Payroll  Procedure: 

It  is  suggested  that  in  the  case  of  payrolls  for  teachers 
and  janitors,  the  net  amount  of  the  payroll  be  entered 
in  the  "Amount  Paid"  column.  The  gross  amount 
(total  wages  earned)  should  be  carried  out  in  the  proper 
classification  column  and  separate  columns  maintained 
for  the  various  items  which  are  withheld,  entries  in  the 
withholding  columns  thus  becoming  minus  balances. 
When  the  periodic  settlement  checks  are  written  to  the 
State,  Federal  Government  and  Blue  Cross,  such  checks 
would  be  entered  in  the  total  "Amount  Paid"  column 
and  the  employees'  share  would  be  entered  in  the 
withholding  columns,  thus  balancing  these  columns 
at  each  settlement  date.  The  School  District's  share  of 
Social  Security  and  Retirement  checks  should  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  account  for  Social  Security 
and  Retirement.

The  advantages  of  this  recommended  payroll  pro- 
cedure are: 

(1)  Up  to  date  record  of  withholdings  at  all  times. 

(2)  Total    amount    earned     (which    is    the    actual 

amount  charged  to  the  appropriation)  shown 
in  salaries'  column. 

(3)  When    settlement   checks   for   withholdings   are 

issued  to  the  State,  Federal  Government  and 
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Blue  Cross  no  classification  is  necessary  as  the 
proper  accounts  were  charged  at  the  time 
when  payrolls  were  made  out. 

Manifest  Forms: 

When  the  manifest  forms  are  used,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  enter  each  check  separately  in  the  school  fund  record 
book.  The  total  amount  of  the  manifest  should  be  en- 
tered therein,  together  with  the  beginning  and  end- 
ing serial  numbers  of  checks  issued  in  payment  thereof, 
and  the  proper  amounts  extended  in  the  classification 
columns.  Each  check  is  entered  separately  in  the  Treas- 
urer's cash  book  which  makes  it  unnecessary  to  dupli- 
cate this  procedure  when  the  manifest  system  is  used. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955, 
require  that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and 
recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School  District. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Epping 
School  District  for  their  assistance  during  the  course 
of  the  audit.
